For purposes of determining the fiscal impact of this act, any savings to the general fund resulting from this act
must be assumed to be part of the cancellation adjustment for fiscal year 1999 included in the November 1998
forecast of general fund revenues and expenditures."

Page 1, line 22, delete "and 2" and insert "to 3" 

Amend the title as follows: 

Page 1, line 2, delete "the" 

Page 1, line 3, delete "appropriation" and insert "appropriations" and after "point" insert "and to the office of
technology"
